course he believes is right, r e ­ 
gardless of criticism . 
The P resident hit this central 
them e in a com m encem ent ad­ 
dress to the graduating class at 
the National C athedral School 
for Girls. His daughter, Luci, 17, 
was one of the g rad u ates at the 
private school. 
Johnson told young A m ericans 
to use their talents to help in 
the struggle of the w orld’s poor 
to create a better life. He said 
this is a m oral com m itm ent. 
Arguments Acknowledged 
But 
m ainly 
the 
President 
talked of som ething to which he 
said he has given much thought. 
He said that he knows the 
large 
m ajority 
of 
A m ericans 
supixjrt the effort everyw here to 
stop 
aggression 
but 
he 
also 
knows discussion is one of the 
great 
strengths 
of 
A m erican 
dem ocracy. 
The ap p e aran c e at the com ­ 
m encem ent was a repeat per­ 
form ance for Johnson. He ad­ 
dressed 
tile 
earlier 
class 
in 
which his elder daughter Lynda, 
now 21, was graduated. 
Again, as he has on several 
occasions recently. Johnson was 
reflecting his aw areness of a r­ 
gum ents and dem onstrations on 
and off cam puses, mainly over 
tho nation's course in foreign 
affairs.

evident that he intends to hold 
unswervingly to his |>olicics.

A big 
day for Luci is Ju n e 18 when she 
will be hostess at a diplomatic 
reception.

Scientists Get 


Close View Of 


Solar Eclipse 


HILO, Hawaii (AP) — Scien­ 
tists, back from 
an 
aw esom e 
flight in the m oon’s shadow as it 
raced across the Pacific at 1,700 
miles an hour, today pored over 
their observations of a total so­ 
la r eclipse last Sunday. 
T he 30 men, jubilant over a 
mission they called highly suc­ 
cessful, flew in a specially m od­ 
ified jct tran sp o rt of the Nation­ 
al A eronautics and Space Ad­ 
m inistration and conducted 13 
experim ents. 
“ The flight was perfect, and 
every experim ent w orked.” said 
Dr. Michel B ader, director of 
NASA’s Ames R esearch Center 
and leader of the eclipse expedi­ 
tion. "It was a really fine suc­ 
cess.” 
The scientists don’t expect to 
know 
possibly 
for 
months 
w hether they’ve learned any of 
the sun's secrets. But they know' 
that they will not soon forget 
their close-up view' of n a tu re ’s 
m ost spectacular show. 
AH Over Water 
David P erlm an , science w rit­ 
er for the San F rancisco Chroni­ 
cle, the only new sm an aboard 
the eclipse plane, described the 
phenom enon as seen from 39,500 
feet. 
"Flying at n early 600 miles an 
hour, the scientists observed the 
eclipse 
through 
their 
instru­ 
m ents for 9 m inutes and 42 sec­ 
onds.” 
The airborne observatory in­ 
tercepted the eclipse after a 2,- 
000-mile chase about 2,HO miles 
southeast of Hilo. The intercept 
was "dead-on — precise to the 
second and accu rate within a 
m ile.” 
The eclipse w as entirely over 
w ater, from the tip of New Z ea­ 
land 8,000 miles eastw ard to the 
coast of Peru. 
"T hrough 
d ark 
glasses, 
the 
su n ’s left edge appeared m u ti­ 
lated by a sm all nibble of d a rk ­ 
ness. 
Dr. 
B a d er 
continued 
a 
countdown. T he 
sun 
t u r n e d 
steadily into a shining crescent 
as the moon eclipsed it m ore 
deeply,” 
P e rlm a n w rote in a 
pooled dispatch. 
Colors Change 
"As the m oon’s disc advanced 
farther across the sun, the sea 
took on a twilight cast of blue- 
gray. 
The 
clouds 
above 
the 
ocean 
turned 
from 
yellow 
to 
orange, then dull-pink. It w'as 
sunset at m idm orning.” 
NASA 
scientists 
and 
space 
I experts 
from 
Belgium , 
the 
N etherlands, Italy and Switzer­ 
land attended 
to their 
instru- 
j m ents as the m om ent of totality 
approached. Among their tasks 
w'ere recording corona 
bright­ 
ness, air glow, com ets speeding 
i toward the eclipsed sun, spec­ 
trographic 
observations 
and 
m agnetism . 
The full shadow' of the moon 
overtook 
the 
eastw ard-w inging 
; plane. 
i 
"A final, intense burst of tiny 
dotlikc gleam s shone from the 
lost su n ’s edge — the few sec­ 
o n d s of light in which the last 
| rays of the eclipsed sun showed 
through the m ountains of the 
moon. 


“ Then cam e the corona, suf­ 
fusing the sky with a soft but 
brilliant bluish glow'. . .a halo 
around the black disc of the 
I m oon’s shadow .” 
Also flying in the shadow of 
the moon last Sunday w as an 
Atomic Energy Com m ission Air 
F’orce plane with 15 scientists.

Michigan Democrats Push 
New Pictured Rocks Bill

It would provide for a 67.000- 
ac re p ark on tile Lake Superior 
shore. It would be divided into 
two zones. A 28,500-acre “ inner 
zone” bordering the lake would 
be purchased by the P ark Serv­ 
ice

for 
re­ 
creational use. 
A 32-mile-long 
scenic 
high­ 
way is proposed to run

The “cuter Z v in e ” is a 38.500- 
ac re buffer belt on the inland 


side of the park. It would re­ 
m ain in private hands but would 
be used only for sustained yield 
tim ber harvesting.

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Bounty Repeal Voted 


The House of the Michigan Legislature voted last 
week to repeal the 30-year-old bounties on red foxes, 
bobcats and coyotes. 
The subject m atter would indicate that the action 
should come under “minor legislation” but actually the 
vote was a historic one and marks a victory for educa­ 
tion in a process that has taken many years. 
The vote to repeal bounties marks the coming of 
age of a majority of our state representatives, who 
have been told for years by the state’s professional 
conservationists that they were wasting the state’s 
money paying bounties to trappers who “crop” preda­ 
tors yearly, leaving another crop for next year. 
Tt is regrettable that the Upper Peninsula’s legis­ 
lators set an example of backwardness in the bounty 
matter. It makes them out consistent but mistaken. 


Rep. 
Dominic Jacobetti (P-Negaunee) proposed 
that the Upper Peninsula be exempted from the state 
action so it could keep bounties. Rep. Russell Heilman 
(D-Pollar Bay) in the greatest non-sequitur of the 
session, suggested that because the state was spending 
money to kill Japanese beetles that destroy Lower Pen­ 
insula crops that it ought to keep the bounties on U.P. 
foxes, bobcats and coyotes. 
Jacobetti and, Rep. Einar Erlandsen (D-Escanaba) 
earlier almost managed to have the repeal bills killed 
by referring them back to committee before the House 
knew about their maneuver. 


Jacobetti and Erlandsen put great stress upon their 
support of education, but they refuse to vote for it 
where sportsmen are concerned. They have become so 
conditioned to some sportsmen’s clubs’ opposition to 
bounty repeal that they believe that it represents ma­ 
jority public thinking on the issue, or, at the least, poli­ 
tical thunder. 
This is a belittling appraisal of public knowledge

waukee, Richard Knox, Wil­ 
liam Stump and Vernon Meyer. 
Meyer soon will be assigned 
Duluth as a resource develop­ 
ment and utilization forester in 
that area. 
History of Failure 
Voorhis told the group “if 
we’re going to accomplish any­ 
thing, we’re going to have to 
do more than bargain for prices. 
We’re going to have to think 
in good-sized terms. And we're 
going to have to depend upon 
existing co-ops to get things 
going.” 
Eliot 
Zimmerman 
of 
the 
Forest Service office at Mil­ 
waukee said the outlook was 
"discouraging” because of tile 
num ber of failures of coopera­ 
tive 
ventures in the timber 
i field. 
“We can’t go into this thing 
in

piddling 
fashion,” 
said 
i Zimmerman. “We have a real 
opportunity to use the people 
and material resources of this 
area.” 
Zimmerman said what he de­ 
scribed as an “integrated forest 
industry complex co-ops” might 
be located in timber surplus 
areas in all the three states. 
The complexes might include a 
sawmill, a drying kiln, a plant 
to make small furniture parts, 
a chipper to make pulp chips 
from bolts or waste, a concen­ 
tration yard to bring together 
m aterials 
for processing 
and 
shipment, and other facilities. 
Producers would own the com­ 
plex. 
Starting In Kentucky 
Such a complex is underway 
I in Kentucky, said David Abra- 
I ham, a business consultant and 
1 m arketing 
specialist 
working 
on DulutJi-Superior area pro­ 
jects for the Area Redevelop­ 
ment Administration. 
The Kentucky venture will 
cost about $8 million, with 65 
pct. from ARA at 4 pct. inter­ 
est on an 18-year loan. The 
state is investing 20 pct. and 
local groups 15 pct. 
George James, in charge of 
the Forest Service region that 
includes tile 3 states, said “I’m 
here to indicate that tile Forest 
Service is ready, willing and 
able 
to do something 
about 
this project.” 
The Farmers Home Adminis­ 
tration already is making low- 
interest loans to low income 
farm ers and co-ops which serve 
them in the area. 
Arcand, a mining engineer 
from Bruce Crossing who has

History Of Co-ops

H. R. Josephson, director of 
the Division of Forest Econom­ 
ics and Marketing Research of 
the Forest Service reported in 
1963: 
“There have been many dedi­

‘‘Perhaps the most successful 
example of a timber products 
marketing cooperative is the 
Au Sable Forest Fhroducts As­ 
sociation of East Tawas, Mich. 
Starting with 20 charter mem­ 
bers in 1937 this has grown to 
some 187 members with a vol­ 
ume of business of $436,000 in 
1961. Some assistance was re­ 
ceived from the Farm Security 
Administration and the Forest 
Service during the organiza­ 
tion, but today the manager 
and directors are fully respons­ 
ible for its operation. 
History Of Failure 
“This cooperative has pro­ 
vided 
centralized

and handling of pulp wood and 
other forest products in lieu of 
many small sales by landown­ 
ers and pulpwood producers, 
with advantages to both timber 
sellers and buyers. The co-op 
has also provided equipm ent 
for use by members and helped 
improve efficiency of produc­ 
tion.

Products Cooperative Associa­ 
tion of Cooperstown, N.Y., set 
up in 1935 with financing from 
the Farm Security A dm inistra­ 
tion to provide employment by 
logging, 
manufacturing, 
and 
sale of lumber and other prod­ 
ucts. After 26 years of opera­ 
tion this cooperative closed its 
doors. It had become less and 
less

with

modern and more mechanized 
mills in the area. 
“In the experience of U.S. 
forestry 
cooperatives

more of the basic elements for 
success has been lacking.”

insignificant 
j one tenth of a mill which often 
causes considerable concern to 
members of the Delta County 
Tax 
Allocation 
Board 
isn’t 
really insignificant. 
B y itself, one tenth of a mill 
is 
only 
one 
hundredth 
of a 
penny . 
But when applied to thc pro­ 
perty tax base of Delta County, 
for example, or that of the Es­ 
canaba A rca School District it 
pays the salary of one county 
official or a full-time teacher. 
And in a year when tentative 
budgets are jammed full of ap­ 
propriations 
which 
revenues 
won’t cover, that one tenth of a 
mill provides cause for heated 
battle between opposing interest 
groups on the board. 
Bargaining Point 
According to state law, the 
maximum millage which can be 
levied in any one year unless 
specially voted is 15-mills. The 
job of the Tax Allocation board 
is to divide this 15 mills among 
governing units and school dis­ 
tricts of the county on the basis 
of need as shown in tentative 
budgets. 
In Delta County, that includes 
ll school districts, the Dclta- 
Schoolcraft Intermediate School 
district, the county government 
and any township which applies 
for allocated millage. Nine of 14 
townships apply. 
W hen taxes are spread that 
thinly, one tenth of a mill be­ 
comes 
a 
strong 
bargaining 
point. 
O ver the Delta County Tax 
base, one tenth of a mill w ill 
produce 
about $7,633 on

$76,332,900. For the Escanaba
